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Student co-op may get space in former rectory

If Montréal’ s Catholic Arch- 
bishop nods approval this week, 
Québcc’s first student co-opcralivc 
housing may open its doors by 
February 1. 

The co-op would occupy a por- 
tion of the rectory of Saint Charles 
Church in Pointe Saint Charles, a 
workingclass neighbourhood to the 
south of the city. 

La Triangle d’Habitation Co- 
opérative, a coalition of students 
from McGill, Concordia and 
UQAM submitted a proposal to die 
church last semester. The Québec 
Public Interest Research Group 
(QPIRG) is helping to organize the 
project. 

The students hope to use the 
success of the initial co-op to lobby 
financial support for a larger scale 
project. 

“Queens University’s co-ops 
started off small, starting with only 
one house. Today there arc over 
'900 units available to students,” 



said QPIRG-McGill Community 
Organizer Gary Saxe. 

Members of die McGill Stu- 
dents’ Society involved in the 
project have voiced the same opti- 
mism. 

"The city has agreed with our 
proposals fora studcntco-opcradvc. 
If we have a small project, and die 
managerial experience under our 
bells, it will be a lot easier for them 
to help us,” said VP External Alex 
Usher. “If we can succeed with 20 
units dûs year, perhaps next year 
we’ll be able to triple diatnumbcr." 

Saint Charles Church Père 
Martineau is not worried about 
having die co-operative located in 
die rectory and expects die Arch- 
bishop to approve die proposal. 
Several years ago Martineau at- 
tempted to rent rooms to students 
but was prevented by a fire code 
violation that has since been cor- 
rected. 

“For us, it’s a perfect arrange- 
ment. We don’t want a profit. As

long as someone is in the building, 
dicrc will be better security and 
upkeep,” said 'Martineau. 

He expects few conflicts be- 
tween students and the church of- 
fices located on the first floor. 

“Students will have their com- 
plete freedom in their living ar- 



rangements, as long as they don’t 
affect activities in the church and 
the neighbourhood,” he added. 

The coalidon has met with the 
municipal housing corporation and 
the North American Student Co- 
operative association and has 



planned a fact-finding tour of On- 
tario Student co-ops. 

The large three-story greybrick 
rectory adjoins St Charles Church 
and has been both a residence for 
priests and offices for the interna- 
tional development group, Devel- 
opment and Peace. If approved the 
co-op will provide 12 large rooms 
initially, growing to 20 in Scplcm : 
bcr. 

The co-op will offer several 
common rooms and a shared 
kitchen at approximately $175 per 
occupant, utilities included. The 
building is a five minute walk from 
Charlevoix Métro, and 15 minutes 
by bus to the McGill campus. Lim- 
ited parking is available behind the 
rectory. 

If approved, minor renovations 
to the building will begin immedi- 
ately. 

QPIRG-McGill' s Co-operative 
Committee will hold a meeting to- 
day at 16:00 in their offices on the 
top floor of the Eaton Building. 



SSMU waters down Gulf resolution

Students’ Society has taken a 
stance against the invasion of Ku- 
wait by Iraqi forces, but critics say 
the council’s resolution is weak 
and comes too late.

Rather, it opposes the numerical 
escalation of current forces and any 
unprovoked attack by Western 
forces. 

Students’ Society VP External 
Alex Usher said the council reso- 
lution was a compromise.

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Former Daily editor 
dies of AIDS 

BOSTON - Ron Doyle, a 10-ycar vcicran of the Middlesex News 
who earned a reputation as one of die state’s top media critics, died 
Dec. 11, 1990, after a long illness. He was 33. 

He died at his home in the South End of complications related to 
acquired immune deficiency syndrome, according to his family. 

The Canadian-bom Doyle came to die Middlesex News in Sep- 
tember 198 1 as an editorial assistant in die Walham bureau. He quickly 
advanced to a job as a to wn reporter, and covered Hopkinton, Ashland 
and other communities. 

Doyle learned early how to turn a word, and in his career as a 
newspaperman used that skill to deliver to readers everything from 
caustic cridcism of politicians and pundits, to human interest stories 
and hard-edged news. 

His wry, often bidng expositions on the Boston media led Boston 
Magazine to name him best television cridc in its annual Best & Worst 
awards in 1986. The magazine called him “an acerbic voice in bland 
TV wilderness." 

Over the past few years, Doyle’s Mcdia/Polidcs column kept a 
willy and usually unforgiving watch on die media, and how the media 
read the politicians. 

“What amazed me most, is how can you reconcile how someone 
who had that much energy can be struck by a disease that docs that to 
you,” said Domcnic Slowcy, who worked with Doyle. 

"(News Editor Kenneth) Hartman used to call us ‘words and 
music’. I was the words, and Ron was die music. He was always much 
more creative about the way he approached a story, the words that he 
used,” Slowcy said.” 

Etoylc attended John Abbott College, Stc. Anne, Québec, and 
earned his bachelor of arts degree in political science and urban 
sociology from McGill University in Montréal in 1979. He was editor 
of his college newspaper, The McGill Daily. 

He completed a master of science degree in journalism at die 
Boston University School of Public Communicadon in 1981. 

He worked internshipsasarcporlcratthcAfon/raj/Gazc/reand wrote 
free-lance articles for die Fenway News in Boston, the North Shore 
News in Montréal and \hc Housing and UrbanDcvelopment Challenge 
in Washington. 

In 1978, he earned a diploma in magazine publishing from the 
Center for Publishing and Graphic Design at New York University. In 
1982, he and News colleague Adam Gaffin won a wridng award from 
United Press International for their coverage of a murder-suicide in 
Framingham. Doyle also won recognidon on several occasions from 
Hartc-Hanks, the parent company of the News, for his reporting and 
wridng. 

Doyle is survived by family in Toronto and Montréal and by his 
close friend, Mark Scarlett of Boston.

SSMU shopping list 

To the Dally, 

Most grads and undergrads arc 
aware (thanks to The Daily and The 
Tribune) of the $24,000 information 
kiosk at Students' Society. However, 
this is only the lip of the iceberg of llie 
lack of responsible financial account- 
ability and competence in SSMU. The 
SSMU financial statements cndingMay 
31, 1990 arc interesting but scary, for 
example: 

♦Expenditure on the University 
Building increased by 28% between 
1989 and 1990 from $300,380 (12 
month period) to $384,778 (13 month 
period); 

♦Expenditure on general office and 
Administration increased by 30% from 
$342,222 to $445,185; 

♦Expenditure on Council Services 
increased by 60% (from $93,659 to 
$149.834); 

♦Over the past two years, SSMU 
made an average surplus of $151,758; 

♦SSMU has $615,629 in its Capital 
Expenditure Reserve Fund (enough to 
buy about 25 information kiosks); 

♦The heat, electricity and air condi- 
tioning annual expenses for the union 
building were $274, 190 over 1 2 montlis 
in 1990 ($297,040 over 13 months). 
This was paid by McGill as it owns the 
building; 

'♦Expcnditurcon the Legal and Audit 
fees increased by 23% to $47,338; 

♦ Expenditure on elections more than 
doubled to S29, 176 (as only about 15% 
of students voted, this means that each 
vole cost about $10 I); 

♦Expenditure on the Winter Carni- 
val (have you heard of it ?) were 
S21.066 which represents 16% of all 
money spent on SSMU activities; 

♦Funding for functional and inter- 
est groups and special projects repre- 
sented only 6.6% of total expenditure; 

♦Expenditure on the building op- 
eration, administration, general offices 
and Council represented over 82% of 
total expenditure ($979,797) I

Poor will die for the rich 

To the Daily: 

Re: The Price of War, editorial, No- 
vember 19 

Sabres arc rattling. The U.N., under 
American arm-twisting, voted for war 
in the Gulf. Now, there could be war at 
any time. After effective occupation of 
Kuwait, it is now clear that Iraq does 
not seek further war in the region, 
despite unprecedented provocation in 
the history of aggression against it. It is 
clear that Iraq did not intend to invade 
Saudi Arabia, because it could have 
done so before the build-up of foreign 
imperialist troops and war machinery 
in that country. It certainly would not 
do so now. 

But America's ultimatum - with- 
draw or else - shows it would certainly 
go to war to achieve its objectives in the 
region. It is now not denied that this is 



a war, not for Kuwait, but for American 
interests. Blacks, Hispanics and poor 
whites arc going to fight a war for 
America’s rich. 

It goes without saying that Iraq's 
invasion and occupation of Kuwait is 
regrettable. The Pan Africanist Con- 
gress of Azania does not support war 
among brother countries. We observe 
that the Palestinian struggle is lost as 
Arab countries prepare to unleash 
devastation upon themselves. We en- 
courage political solution of differ- 
ences. It could take a longer time than 
impatience would dictate, but in the 
end the people would prevail. The Pan 
Africanist Congress of Azania believes 
regional South World countries should 
unite to withstand imperialist aggres- 
sion; "Banana republics" have no 
chance. But Iraq’s annexation is not the 
way: it weakens internal cohesion for 
resistance against imperialism. 

Thus Americahas been able to come 
in to strengthen its position in the re- 
gion, which had been so successfully 
eroded by the Palestinian struggle. 
American propaganda has succeeded 
to whip up emotion against Iraq. It suc- 
ceeded against the backdrop of inva- 
sion and occupation of Grenada and 
Panama. Never before did hypocrisy 
and double standard so glaringly win 
the day. As president Bush goes about 
preaching anti-invasion morality, and 
that those who break this God’s law 
must not go unpunished by the world, 
he holds in his prisons the president of 
a country which he attacked and still 
occupies today. Propaganda made the 
puppet Panamanian president, who was 
installed from an American army base, 
accepted by the world. 

The lesson here is that South World 
countries must unite against imperial- 
ism, and seek political ways to remove 
puppet regimes around them . We hoped 
Iraq had learned alesson in its vicious 
and unnecessary war with Iran - a very 
wasteful war whose resources could 
have been used to liberate the Palestin- 
ian people. Apparently Iraq did not 
learn much from that war, and as a 
result imperialism prevails.

Oct. 12 — A Globe and Mail-CBC 
poll asks Canadians, “if nothing 
else works, should Canada par- 
ticipate in a war to force Iraq out 
of Kuwait?" 58 percent of men 
say^cs; 35 per cent of women say 
yes. In Québec, 36 per cent say 
yes. While 56 per cent of diosc 
with household incomes over 
$50 000 support war, only 37 
percent of diosc under $15 000 
do. 

Oct. 12 — Egypt's parliamentary 
speaker Rifaat cl-Mahgoub is 
assassinated by the same Muslim 
fundamentalist group which killed 
Egyptian president Anwar Sadat 
in 1981. Both men sold out to the 
Americans, die group says. The 
Egyptian government rounds up 
an estimated 3000 opposition 
activists to try and quell opposi- 
tion to Egypt’s commitment of 
16 000 troops against Iraq. 



Nov. 1 — George Bush says Sad- 
dam Hussein "has surpassed 
Adolf Hiller in brutality.” 

Nov. 1 — “Canada is there be- 
cause, basically, they were asked 
to be dicrc and they cannot say 
no,” an cx-U.S. army intelligence 
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officer says. He compares 
Canada’s policy in the Gulf to a 
grandchild forced to attend a 
family reunion. 

Nov. 2 — Amnesty International 
says Saudi forces have detained 
and tortured hundreds of Yemenis 
over their country’s opposition to 
U.S. policy in the Gulf. Five 
hundred thousand Yemenis have 
been expelled from Saudi Arabia. 

Nov. 5 — Profits of Canadian en- 
ergy companies have more than 
doubled, increasing 127 per cent 
since fall 1989. The average 
Canadian company’s profits fell 
30 per cent in the same period. 

Nov. 14 — Canadian military offi- 
cials say over 1000 U.S. transport 
planes, fighters and tanker planes 
have flown through the Goose 
Bay airbase in Labrador on their 
way to die Middle East. 

Nov. 15 — A poll of 1 1 cities out- 
side the U.S. shows dial majori- 
ties oppose unilateral force by the 
U.S. to drive Iraq out of Kuwait in 
all cities but Tel Aviv. A majority 
of people in Tokyo, Ankara 
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(T urkey) and Lagos (Nigeria) also 
oppose multilateral UN action 
against Iraq. 

Nov. 15 — Iraq offers to release 
hostages if die U.S. removes the 
threat of war. Hussein proposes a 
"deep dialogue... covering every 
issue towards comprehensive so- 
lution." The While House rejects 
the invitation. 

Nov. 19 — A group of former U.S. 
military officers say invading Iraq 
will take three months, will kill 
65 000 on all sides, wound an- 
odicr 230 000 and cost at least 
$50 billion. Air raids on Baghdad 
will kill or wound 100 000 civil- 
ians, dicy say. After the (J.S. in- 
vaded Panama, a Pentagon study 
has said over one-third of the 338 
U.S. military casualties were 
wounded or killed by friendly 
bullets or accidents. Independent 
observers said4000 civilians were 
killed in U.S. bombing raids on 
Panama City. 

Nov. 20 — Ottawa invites bids on 
a Defense Department contract 
for 800 body bags. 

Nov. 22 — All federal government 
departments face two percent 
spending cuts. The money goes to 
the Defense Department. 

Nov. 29 — Inspectors from the 
International Atomic Energy 
Agency visiting Iraq’s nuclear fa- 
cilities find nocvidencc Baghdad 
is developing atomic weapons. 
Dec. 20 — UN Security Council 
endorses efforts to protect Pales- 
tinians in occupied Palestine, de- 
nounces Israel for deporting Pal- 
estinians and backs setting up a 
Middle East peace conference. 
Dec. 24 — The Nation quotes a 
former U.S. ambassador to Saudi 
Arabia who says if there is a war 
“every Arab country that backed 
us - even if their troops were not 
directly involved in offensive ac- 
tions - would have revolutions. .. 
Only the Saudis, backed by U.S. 
troops, would maintain control. 
The ruling family couldn’t afford 
to let us leave. There would be a 
long-term U.S. occupation, the 
people would turn against us, the 
army would turn against us.” 

Dec. 29 — The UN Security Coun- 
cil passes Resolution 678 allow- 
ing UN military force to remove 
Iraq from Kuwait after January 
15. 

Jan. 1 — Iraq has 730 000 troops 
deployed along the Saudi border, 
backed by 700 warplanes.

Le Manifeste s'ouvre sur une 
critiqucdcs commentaires féminis- 
tes radicaux en général et ceux ayant 
entouré les événements de Poly en 
particuIicr.Lc livre Polytechnique, 
6 décembre y est passé au crible, 
pour ne pas dire au « balle ». Celle 
partie, bien qu’intéressante par sa 
nouveauté — Enfin! Quelqu’un ose 
critiquer le féminisme radical qui 
met tous les hommes dans le même 
sac — finit rapidement par lasser le 
lecteur. Comme une litanie, les 
soixante premières pages du livre 
dénoncent les féministes.

A trop 
vouloir nous convaincre, il finit par 
nous lasser. 

La suite est beaucoup plus 
intéressante. Roch Côté met d’abord 
le féminisme radical dans la pers- 
pective plus globale des idéologies 
révolutionnaires. Le féminisme, 
comme le marxisme, a scs dogmes 
et scs hérésies, scs compagnons do 
route. Il remet ensuite en cause 
l’idée voulant qu’il y ail accroissc- 



chiffrcs à tort cl à travers, sans 
prendre la peine de nuancer ou de 
vérifier. Ainsi, lorsqu’on parle de 
50 millions de personnes qui meu- 
rent de faim chaque année, Roch 
Côté rappelle qu’il y a en tout et 
pour tout, 50 millions de morts par 
année dans le inonde. De même, il 
remet en cause le chiffre de deux 
millions de femmes battues au 
Canada en rappelant que ce chiffre 
englobe, selon la définition meme 
du Conseil canadien du statut de la 
femme, les femmes dont « l’amou- 
reux, mari, conjoint, ex-mari ou 
ex-amoureux s’est livré à des actes 
violents sur scs enfants, scs pro- 
ches, scs amis», mais aussi sur 
« scs animaux familiersou les biens 
auxquels elle tient ». 

Dans la partie qui suit, intitulée 
« Les ravages du patriarcat »,Roch 
Côté reprend la litanie de la dénon- 
ciation. Il y dénonce encore le 
féminisme radical, mais dans une 
perspective plus globale. Cette 
part iccst sui vie de brèves réflexions 
sur quelques thèmes jetés pêle-mêle 
et qui laissent songeur. 

Dans un chapitre sur la censure, 
il s’oppose sans nuance à toute 
censure, car, pour lui, c'est donner 



la liberté de choisir aux censeurs cl 
pas au peuple. Pour illustrer son 
propos, il cite l’affaire Zundcl, cet 
auteur qui avait écrit un livre niant 
l’Holocauste. Pour Côté, la vérité 
est plus forte que le mensonge cl on 
devrait laisser Zundcl faire ce qu’il 
veut. Sans doute, mais doit-on 
permettre la propagande haineuse? 

Est-elle vraiment 
sans influence sur la 
population? Rien 
n’est moins sûr. 

Dans un chapitre

Une lecture partielle de la 
littérature féministe apprendra au 
néophyte qu’elle n’est pas remplie 
que d’horreurs sur les hommes. Ce 
qui agace dans ce livre, en plus de 
son ton dénonciateur, c’est l’ab- 
sence d’un point de vue masculin 
constructif. Après avoir bien criti- 
qué les féministes, que vont faire 
les hommes? Malgré la dénoncia- 
tion de Côté, les résultats du fémi- 
nisme sont bien tangibles cl d’au- 
tres sont à venir. Il faudra alors 
inventer une nouvelle façon d’être 
homme que notre pamphlétaire n’a 
même pas effleurée.

Le code civil 
se rajeunit

La société dislinclca un code 
civil cl sa réforme est en cours. 
Le ministre de la Justice, Gil 
Rémillard, vient de déposer un 
projet de loi visant à introduire 
un nouveau code civil adapté 
aux réalités de la vie moderne. 
Cette révision constitue une 
importante modification de 
forme et de fond. 

Trente-cinq ans après que sa 
révision ait été entreprise, le 
codccivil « version améliorée » 
a été présenté le 18 décembre 
dernier à l'Assemblée natio- 
nale. Trois millcccnl quarante- 
quatre articles ont ainsi été rc- 
formulés, redéfinis et meme 
parfoir changés de façon à adap- 
ter le Code civil du Bas-Cana- 
da, adopté en 1866, à l’èrc des 
avions cl des téléscripteurs. 

La forme du code a été chan- 
gée, «l’écriture en est plus 
moderne et elle correspond 
mieux à ce que les gens peuvent 
comprendre. Ainsi, on multi- 
plie les définitions, ce qui lui 
donne presque un aspect dcdic- 
tionnaire. », scion un professeur 
de droit à l’Université de Mon- 
tréal, François Hélcinc. 

La révision du code civil est 
aussi une question de fond. On 
assiste à une tentative de proté- 
ger l'individu contre les com- 
pagnies, les corporations et les 
gouvernements. Danscctcsprit, 
par exemple, un médecin devra 
obtenir le consentement du pa- 
tient avant de lui donner des 
soins, lorsque lcscirconslanccs 






le permettent. 

De la même façon, un contrat 
auquel deux personnes auront 
consenti librement pourra être 
modifié par un juge de façon à 
rééquilibrer les obligations des 
parties. Auparavant le juge se 
contentait de n’êlrc qu’un arbi- 
tre et n’avait que le pouvoir 
d’annuler un contrat. ‘ 

Ces modifications auront 
pour résultat important d’aug- 
menter le pouvoir des juges. Pour 
Mc Hélcinc, « le rôle du juge 
dans la société s'accroît cl de- 
vient partie prenante de la socié- 
té. Le juge entre dans un sys- 
tème législatif qu’est un contrat 
entre deux parties un peu comme 
un juge qui entre dans b Cham- 
bre des Communes avec b 
Charte canadienne. » 

Laréformcducodccivils’cst 
aussi attaquée aux réalités de 
notre époquequi n’existaientpas 
en 1866. Ainsi, les contrats de 
grossesse ont été interdits de 
môme que les ventes d’organes. 

L’adoption du code civil a 
été prévue pour 1993. Mc Hé- 
lcinc a cependant des doutes sur 
cet échéancier. Selon lui, le 
gouvernement s’cstdépêché de- 
puis six mois pour déposer le 
nouveau code civil dans la fou- 
lée de I’après-Mccch. Une fois 
déposé, son adoption peut bien 
larder un peu. Des dix livresque 
contient lecodc civil, les quatres 
premiers risquent d'être adoptés 
rapidement alors que les autres 
vont traîner.
